being l4ss inimical to Britain, that at the time 
of consenting to Giles’s bullying resolutions ?— 
Certainly not. Because they were less patient 
under the system of French wijustice, perfidy 
and ambition that ever? Not atall. Then 
why? Heeause we believed, in the first place, 
that this bill did not originate with the war-par- 
ty; but with men, whose object it was, to pre- 
serve peace, however they might have been de- 
ceived, or intimidated into the support of the 
- | war-provoking resolutions of Giles, But prin- 
cipally because, in our judgment, with whom- 
soever the system might have originated, it could 
not. in ifs operation, assist the views of Franece. 
This is easily demonstrated. The object of Na- 
poleon is wuversal dominion. The only power ca- 
pablé of preventing it, is England; the only 
means, her navy. The destruction of that navy 
is, therefore, the first wish of the French Empe- 
ror. He cannot hope to destroy it by force.— 
Still it must be destroyed, or that portion of the 
earth, which is separated from continental Eu- 
rope, may preserve its liberty and independence. 
There is but one wey possible. British pros- 
pesity, will, while it continues, support and keep 
up the navy. To that prosperity, commerce is es- 
sential. ‘Iherefore, says Napoleon, if I can de- 
stroy the commerce of Britain, I shall destroy 
the source from which her navy derives its nour- 
ishment and strength. His war is of course a- 
gainst all commerce, from which the possessor 
of the obstructing navy derives advantage. Ac- 
cordingly, the first thing he does, in every place 
he conquers, is, to get British commeree pro- 
hibited under the most severe penalties. Other 
nations have been forced to become the instru- 
ments of his policy, because they were subdued. 
Ours has adopted it, as if it wished to be subdued. 
And strangely enough not a few Americans, pe- 
culiarly sensitive, as is, unfortunately, but too 
natural, to British aggression, and not less in- 
fatuaied by party, and blinded by devotion to 
their leaders, have assented to this se/f-endan- 
gering, or more properly, self-destroying policy, 
on account of the occasional rashness of some 
intemperate officers in the British navy. As if 
our sometimes suffering from them was 2a sufti- 
cient reason for runmng the risque of losing our 
independence, as a nation. The embargo was a 
measure, just such as comported with Bona- 
parte’s policy ; because it was caleulated, by di- 
minishing the commerce, to dimintsh the resour- 
ces, of England—and so to weakenthe strength 
of her navy. Tt was repealed by the non-inter- 
course act. This last act wea not intended to 
do England good. In the result, however, it did. 
But it did not injure France. Indeed, itis now, 
among men of all parties, agreed, that it hurts 
nobody but ourselves. YF give you this to shew 
that as, in one case, these wise men of ours, when 
forced to abandon one system, fel! upon another, 
productive of consequences precisely the reverse, 
of what they intended—so now, being forced to 
abandon that other, it does not naturally follow, 
that the third nostrum will work more to their 
wish than did the second-«and for this very pal-

But avowing that it is foolish, to attempt to 
bring about by offensive means, the same. result, 
which may as certainly be produced by the em- 
ployment of means, not offensive, and therefore 
not subject to retaliation, and consequent 4le- 
feat; and this part of the bill is of course fool- 
ish and indiscreet : stillit would be just as fool- 
ish in Great-Britain to be offended about it. 
Upon the whole therefore although ido perceive 
in this bill something to provoke Great-Britain ; 
it is nevertheless so unimportant, that the sen- 
sation if may produce, if produced at all will 
be but momentary. Allthe rest is as she would 
have it. Now—think you, this great and wise 
alministration of ours will suffer such a till to 
pss into a law? Can you believe that there is 
enough provoéation in it, to render it accepta- 
ble to them? If you do, then you must believe. 
that the .?:rora, the Whic, and the Argus do 
not speak their feelings. - Put it by the 
side of the drilving resolutions: and do they 
match ?———-Col. Trovp, of Georgia, and Mr. 
Mu™MForop, of our city have already answered 
that. ‘The two things are no more ‘Twins, 
than a Chesnut-Burr and an Eye-stone. Do 
you believe that the Resolutions were brought 
forward with a view to provoke war? Ifyou do, 
then do you believe, the administration will let 
out «Jl our shipping, just im time to have the net 
sprung over it ’+——Would they with their eyes 
open, subject themselves to be execrated for so 
much folly? The bill will not pass, before they 
hear from England—before they Know how their 
last dose hes worked. ‘That the dismission of 
Mr. Jackson, and the passage of the Resolutions, 
were, by the very cunning wire-workera, intend- 
ed to make Great Britain declare, or commence 
war, on us, you already believe.

And to gratify our 
people by giving them the very thing they seck, 
would be such consummate folly, as men of no- 
thing more than common sense, could not be guil- 
ty of. But a more important consideration is, 
that by commencing war, she would throw us 
in the arms of France, and so give that power a 
footing on this continent, which might emabie her 
to subject not only us, but the Spanish part of it 
also, to her yoke ; and so make her a much more 
formidable enemy. England will thevefore not 
declare war against vs: and our people will not 

















pable reason : that neither did, like the embargo, 
result from choice or policy, but each was a lu- § 
dicrous compromise between these, and imperi- 
ous necessity. Fhey propose this law, (if they 
have any hand in it at all) not because they dhe 
it, but because they do not know what else to 
do.

Itis a perfect abandonment of 
the Bonapartean embargo-policy, which made 
war upon British Commerce, for the purpose of 
undermining and eventually destroying the Brit- 
ish navy. Ht places our relations with France 
exactly on the footing Britain wondd, and Amer- 
ica ought, to desire. It leaves in force the or- 
ders in council to capture the little trade which 
may venture to France. It forbids the importa- 
tion of French products, execpt, direct from 
France. The direct trade, the British wil! not 
let us carry on—the indirect trade we ourselves 
rohibit.. Itavoids the disgrace of permitting 
the Britislr to enforce our lawe; it leaves them 
at liberty to act upon tlieir own, which amounts 
to the same thing in substance. Can yeu de- 
vise a system of non-intercourse with France, so 
likely to be enforced? Why did Mr. Canning 
desire Qermission to enforce our non-intercourse 
\. ith France? Because, said he, whatever your 
jaw may be when your ships get cut, they will 
go where they please, uniess there be somebody 
ready tostopthem. Your law will be in cflect- 
ual, for there will be no body to énforce it. If 
WE are not to aid; you may as well have no 
such law. Well then—what is it to zAem tho’ we 
have not a non-intercourse law with France, if 
they may act aeifwe had one? Fhis part of it 
then, they will like, because upon the great point, 
the orders ip council, it yields tiem every thing. 
Why then should they retaliate? Getting all of 
substance, do you think they will be angry, be- 
cause of the form in which it is brought about ?

But it would not be fair 
and candid to attack her, when we have just 
sent her a message of peace, assuring her, 
that although we have dismissed her minis- 
ter for indecorous conduct, we are ready to re- 
ceive another. Besides, if Britain be falling, 
there is no need of our assistance to complete 
her downfall.
